measure* as passed by the house, declar- 
ing that had it been enacted it would 
have led to the , "demoralization 
and 


paralysis of the American navy."

the death of a mass of other legislation, 
when the two houses convened today 
for the last full day of the (Uith eon- 
gre!«s. Although proponents of the naval 
bill endeavored up to the late hours of 
the senate session last night to com- 
promise the controversy over the hun- 
dred million dollars added to the bill 
by the senate naval commute?, the pre- 
diction was general today that the strug- 
gle would continue up to the fall of the 
final gavel tomorrow.

Thousands Destitute In Ireland

now speckte the once smiling 
green surface of Ireland where 


more than 100 cities and towns have 
been wrecked and burned. 
The 


scourge of flames has left heaps of 
debris with occasional blank-win' 
dowed walls in place of acres of 
business buildings and homes in 
Cork and of whole communities 
such as Balbriggan, Granard, Tra- 
lee and others. 


Thousands of families have been 


driven half-clad from their burning 
homes at dead of night, to seek 
refuge in the fields and woods. Of 
those who escaped death by burn- 
ing, many died of exposure after 
the terrorized flight into the winter 
outdoors, insufficiently clothed and 
undernourished. 
These conditions 


met the attention of the first relief 
unit of the Society of Friends dis- 
patched by the American Commit- 
tee for Relief in Irehnd which ar- 
rived recently in the field. Their 


preliminary reports show that 
scale relief work must be started 
at once to prevent 
widespread 


starvation among scores of thou- 
sands of homeless, destitute women 
and children. 


The 
_ widespread 
burning 
of 


creameries, hayricks and farm stock 
combined with the long-continued 
railway blockade has sent food- 
prices sky-high in the cities where 
the devastation has caused great 
unemployment. The total destruc- 
tion is estimated at above $200,000,- 
000—a staggering figure for so 
small a country. 


_ The American Committee for Re- 
lief in_Ireland, a non-partisan, non- 
sectarian body organized at the call 
of Cardinal Gibbons and with head- 
quarters at No. 1 West 34th Street, 
New York City, is making an ap- 
peal for funds to aid the homeless 
women and children - in Ireland. 
Relief is being organiaed by Quaker 
units which did such splendid work 
during the war.

TRY TO DOUBLE HIS WEIGHT 


AlMka Ha* 200,000 RtlndMr With

of 1,280 In 28 Year*. 


Washington.—Santa Claus' reindeer 


have promise of becoming a factor In 
the meat supply of this country as 
they are in Scandinavia, where rein 
deer meat last year sold at a higher 
price than beef or mutton. The gov 
eminent is going to aid in putting the 
Infant industry of Alaska on its feet 
by experiments In Increasing the rein 
deer's weight to about double the pres 
ent average by scientifically breeding 


< them, locating ranges and studying the 


animal's diseases, parasites and grac- 
ing problems. 
Provision Is made in 


the agricultural appropriation bill of 
this year for that purpose. 


Alaska Has 200,000 Reindeer. 


Dr. B. W. Nelson, chief of the bio 


logical survey, in urging the appropria 
tlon, told congress there are about 
200,000 reindeer in Alaskar of wlik-li 
about three-fourths belong to the ua 
tlves and one-fourth to the govern- 
ment and to white owners who havt, 
started a commercial industry in grow 
ing reindeer for meat. 
These rein 


deer multiplied from an original ini 
portation of 1,280 animals made 28 
years ago for the benefit of the Es 
kimos. 


"People have asked me what the 


future of the industry Is likely to be,' 
said Dr. Nelson. "1 have replied by 
asking them the question: 
'If 1,280 


reindeer in 28 years produced the 
present 200,000 animals, what is like- 
ly to be the increase from 200,000 ani- 
mals in the next 28 years?' The in- 
crease is almost unbelievable. In oth- 
er words, the industry, properly han- 
dled, should have a great future. 


"The Alaskan firm which has started 


the industry exported 1,600 head to 
Seattle last year. The firm has es- 
tablished four small cold 
storage 


plants at points on the Alaskan ccast 
where the reindeer can readily be 
driven down for slaughter to be re- 
frigerated and loaded for shipment. 


"I believe Alaska contains availably 


range to maintain from four to five 
million of reindeer. The estimate has 
been made that it would take care 
of 10,000,000, but I think that is, too 
high. 


"Five million reindeer would give 


an average output of about 1,250,000 
reindeer a year. Dressed for market 
nn animal now averages 150 pounds. 
Taking this weight and the present 
value of reindeer meat, the fully de- 
veloped reindeer industry In Alaska 
should yield approximately $43,000,000 
a year. Reindeer have been in Alaska 
28 'years and their Increase under 
crude methods of handling has -been 
nlmost startling. Under proper scien- 
tific supervision and modern methods 
the Industry should develop very rap- 
Idly. 


May Use* Caribou for Breeding. 
"There are big herds of -wild caribou 


about the Mount McKInley region, 
some bulls of which dress up to about 
400 pounds. We plan to capture some 
bulls of this stock and use them with 
an experimental herd of reindeer cows 
for the purpose of building up a high- 
er grade of. reindeer, having greater 
weight, and Increased hardiness. 1 be- 
lieve it will be practicable in less than 
ten years to have the reindeer of Alas- 
ka running from 250 to 300 pounds 
to the carcass, Instead of 150 pounds 
as at present 


"The Increased weight would In- 


crease the value of the fully developed 
Alaska reindeer industry enough to 
bring the potential output around VGO,- 
000,000 at present value. That Is more 
than the fisheries of Alaska produce. 


"Stefansson, the Arctic 
explorer, 


was here recently. 
He Is Interested 


In the lease granted by the Canadian 
government for a great area for rein- 
deer grazing In Baffin's bay region. He 
informed me that In the Scandinavian 
countries of Europe about 200,000 rein- 
deer are killed for meat each year. 


"We are talking about helping to 


build up Alaska, and here Is one thing 
that Is right in sight today, a tine, 
big Industry, and I do not know of any 
other like it In the Immediate future. 
The future looks so promising that 
the expenditure which we contemplate 
Is trifling compared with what the 
outcome fs likely to be."

administration of criminal law, finds 
that

machinery 
for punishing 


crime is working very badly. The Chi- 
cago Tribune lias published statistics 
showing- that J.here Vere 7GG7 culpable 
homicides in this country in 191S. and 
only S5 executions as punishment for 
this crime. -In all England and Wales 
in 1S16 there were only 85 murders. 


It is the opinion of many authorities 


that a great many people in this coun- 
try have a tendency toward violence, 
leading them to commit brutal crimes. 
c, tendency which must be met by 
strong 
repression.

there is too much politics in conduct- 
ing police affairs, which impares the

Retail Price of Tobacco Will 


Not Drop- Until New Pro- 
duct Has,Been Cured For 
Manufacture. 


Tobacco tirlces may not be expected 


to follow Ihe decline of other merchan- 
diso for two or three years, according 
to a well' known Newark cigar manu- 
facturer, commenting on the criticism 
by public and press of the continued 
wartime prices on cigars, cigarets and 
tobacco. 
The reason ia found in the 
fact that nearly all tobacco* must be 
cured from one to three years before it 
IB used,for manufacturing puriJObes, he 
pointed out, The drop in prices noted 
in Ihe Kentucky, tobacco markets, will 
not be felt by the consumer, until this 
reaches the retailer in the form of the 
manufactured product, cigarets, bmok 
ing and chewing1 tobacco. Little decline 
in price has been noted in.the tobacco 
leaf used in cigar manufacture, he haul, 
and even if prices, had tallen it would 
be two or throe years before the low 
priced tobacco will lind Us way into the 
finished product. 
The conditions in the tobacco market, 


he said, are cleaily &et forth in an edi 
tonal in "The Tobacco Leaf," a paper 
printed for and circulated m the tobac- 
co trade

when it is completed, will have a my 
in the plsjhning of the 
structure as 
truly as tne designers themselves, for 
the comfort of the spectators is being 
more carefully 
watched in the plans 
than any other single thing. 


Many changes in plans hpve tooew, 


made so that everyone, no matter where 
seated, may fully see the athletic events 
in the 'bowl. One of the biggest changes 
has been the eight-foot 
reduction in 
height, that will lessen the climb to the 
seats in tne upper deck, and remove 
some of the difficulties of construction. 
In the original plans of the Stadium, 
the spectators would have been able to 
see the edge of the running track that 
was closest to him. Since runners al- 
ways use the inside of the track it was 
decided to move the sight line to Its 
middle 
This meant that each seat 
could be lowered a few inches, and sub 
sequently the total height 


There is enough rise between the 
rows of seats in the stadium plans to 
allow spectators to see over the heads 
of persons in front of them. 
In the 


Yale bowl, according to officials of the 
Ohio stadium, those in the back row 
must look - between the heads of the 
persons in front of them. 


The general appearance and harmony 


of the Ohio stadium also will be con- 
siderably improved, it is believed, by 
making the sides of the structure more 
nearly approach a true 
eclipse 
In 


closed stadia, such as the Yale bowl, it 
is said, absolute symnetry is possible, 
tout in the Ohio 
stadium, where the 
open and the curved sides have been 
combined, the line must be drawn on a 
spherical axis at the closed end and on 
an elliptical axis along the sides. Where 
the two kinds of lines meet, according 
to officials, there is apt to be a "bump " 
Such was the case in the original draw- 
ing for the stadium, but now it has 
ibeen eliminated 


One move made 1,200 more go6d seats 


in that part of the lower deck directly 
under the upper, simply by placing the 
girder supports in slightly different po- 
sitions 
In the first place they were 


between the portals leading- to each seat 
section 
Now the plans call for them 
to flank the portals, obscuring a much 
smaller number of seats 


An actual increase in the total num- 
ber of seats in the stadium has been 
made by providing accommodations for 
2,000 in a seiles of parterre boxes that 
will be halfway up the lower deck, and 
directly under the lower edge of the 
seat banks abov^ 
It will be aible to 


reach these seats, the plans provide, 
without climbing a single step.

URUGUAY WOMEN 


MAY GET ¥8TE 


President Claims Country 


Has Taken Place In Front 
Ranks With Legislation 
to Aid Workers. 


Montevideo, 
Uruguay — President 
Baltazar Brum believes that Uruguay 
is well in the forefront of advanced leg 
islation in many 
respects and that it 


will soon take steps which will lead 
eventually to full suffrage for women 
The laws enacted by the Uruguay 
congress for the protection of working- 
men, he said, had made labor contented 
in this country. One o'f the laws now 
pending provides that labor can not be 
employed in. the country districts for 
less than $20 a month with board and 
lodging 
In the citv the minimum is 
set at approximately $45 a month 
"We also have a law," said Dr Brum, 


"giving an obligatory day of rest each 
week and this has been made to include 
domestic servants. Our labor is satisr 
fied. Ship all your agitators here, we 
are not afraid of them 
They will not 
find congenial soil in which to work." 
In regard to woman suffrage, he said, 
the constitution of Uruguay provides 
for votes for women, but that the ma- 
chinery for their balloting has not yet 
been provided by the act of congress. 
He, added that he believed that within 
two years women would be given the 
right to vote for municipal representa- 
tives and that would lead to complete 
suffrage for them 
Dr. Brum spoke with some pride of 


the educational facilities in Uruguay, 
saying it was now possible for a child 
to be educated from the time when he 
begins to learn to read through the 
national schools and universities until 
he receives 
his degree as a lawyer, 
without having to pay any kind of a 
fee whatever. 
With regard to prohibition, the presi- 


dent stated that there was quite a 
'strong feeling among the legislators of 
:he nation in favor of curtailing the fa- 
jilities for the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages, as well as their distillation. This 
tendency apparently was in favor of 
allowing the people to consume wines 
and beers but to restrict to a large ex- 
:ent the sale of spirits 
containing a 
large percentage of alcohol.

WILSON RETIRES TO REGAIN HEALTH 


LOSTIN SERVICE OF HIS COUNTRY

Friends Declare He Is As Much a Wounded Veteran of 


War As If He Was Shot in Battle—Story of Illness Told 
For First Time. 


Washington, March 4. — Woodrow 


Wilson leaves the White House today 
to resume the role of a private citizen 
and again take up the practice of law, 
a profession in which he has not been 
active for 40 years. With Bainbridge 
Colby, the retiring secretary of state, 
the retiring president has formed a 
partnership and the new firm will main- 
tain offices in New York and Washing 
ton.Mr. Wilson's announcement that he 
would take up the law again, came as 
a surprise to all Washington, which 
had been led to believe that for the next 
few months at least, he would go in for 
a life of rest and recreation and then 
probably pursue, in some unannounced 
way, his work for world peace. It was 
thought, too, that the out-going presi- 
. dent would take up the business of lit- 
-erature which he left off when he quit 
the presidency of Princeton university 
to enter politics and become governor 
of New Jersey. 
Frail in health, with his body racked 
toy 18 months of illness, it has been 
supposed 
by Mr. Wilson's 
closest 
friends that he planned nothing -else 
than rest. But, Rear Admiral Grayson, 
his personal physician, says he is able 
to take up legal work and could even 
possibly appear 
before the supreme 
court of the United States, to which 
the retiring president soon will make 
application for admission to practice 
The 
second 
Democratic president 
since AndreAV Jackson to fill two suc- 
cessive terms, Mr. Wilson's eight years 
in the White House carried him through 
the "range of human emotions. He was 


almost blindly idolized and cordially 
hated. Profound peace, the most ter- 
rible of warn, death of a wife and help- 
mate, courtship and marriage, And fin- 
ally lingering illness all came In turn 
to brighten or darken his days. Eight 
years of it whitened his hair, racked 
his frame and impaired his 
physical 
vigor, but did not rust his mind. 
Characterised by his friends as such 
a wounded veteran of the World War 
as if he had been shot in battle, 'v 
goes back to private life today regarded 
by his partisans as a living sacrifice to 
his ideals. 
Woodrow Wilson was not a well man 


when he took up the presidency. 
He 
was decidedly a sick man. He was 
threatened with Bnght's disease, which 
physicians diagnosed as 
having been 
brought about by a particular treat- 
ment for frequent head colds to which 
he and the first Mrs. Wilson were sub- 
ject. The wife died soon after, but his 
case yielded to care 
Some years before that, Mr. Wilson 
had buffered a thrombosis, in one of his 
legs. It was the lodging of a blood clot 
in an artery, but because of its loca- 
tion not serious 
It was, however a 
complaint of the same nature which 
caused his breakdown in 1919, when the 
clot formed on the right side of his 
brain, impairing the control of his Mt 
arm and leg 
Little known also, is the fact that Mr 
Wilson, like Mr, Roosevelt, was prac- 
tically sightless in one Of his 
eyes. 
Bursting blood vessels in 
the 
retina 
practically made it useless, 
although 
the impairment was in part overcome 
by the use of eyeglasses. He suffered 
also from nervous indigestion. 
With 


a predisposition to take cold easily add- 
ed to this list -of troubles, Woodrow 
Wilson took,up the arduous duties of 
the presidency with far less physical 
equipment than the public generally 
gave him credit for. 
Once in office the round of complexi- 
ties which brought Mr. Wilson praise 
on one ride and damnation on the oth- 
er was not long in starting, and like a 
snowball rolling down hill continued to 
take on volume until the day of his de- 
parture from the White House. 
Once, in the midst of his Beige of 
prostration which accompanied the first 
stages of his present illness, he debat- 
ed With himself whether he ought not 
to relinquish his office and give way fa 
a succeMor, 
Later when health had 
improved and the' Democratic conven- 
tion at San Francisco was balloting 
night and day to agree on a presiden- 
tial nominee, Mr. Wilson debated with 
himself whether he should be a candi- 
date for a third term. It could not be 
said that either 
subject reached the 
stage of "being considered." 
But it :s 
known that Mr. Wilson gave the sub- 
ject some thought. 
These with many other things form 
the highly interesting unwritten chap- 
tors of Woodrow Wilson's life. 
They 
would make a volume of far more en- 
grossing reading than anything that 
ever had "been written about him. 
Such a volume, might include the "in- 
side" story of the break with Colonel 
House, his former confidential advisor; 
it might tell how Mr. Wilson rousing 
Mr. Clemenceau, the French premier, 
from bed at 2 o'clock one morning, prac- 
tically charged the 
French delegates 
with -tampering with the records of the 
peace conference proceedings. 
It might tell how Mr. Wilson made 


up h:s mind to "fire" some other cabi- 
net officers soon after the resignation 
of Secretary Lansing but desisted be- 
cause, he said, it would only add to the 
popular impression that he "couldn't 
get along with anybody " 
It might also tell what Mr. Wilson 
"said with a smile" to Lloyd George 
concerning the relative strengths of the 
British and American havies, and it 
might disclose that Mr Wilson went 
to the peace conference prepared to 
Withdraw, as he threatened to do, in its 
midst. 


All these things, however, if they do 


become public, probably will do so by 
the pen of the hjitoriun after Woodrow 
Wilson ha« beenr assigned to his proper 
niche in the ball of histoiv. While the 
principal actoi* in that sei ies of dramHB 
live, all these things aru likely to re- 
main behind the scenes 
Mr. Wilson's 
retirement to private life is not likely 
to release them for 
public consump- 
tion. 
Until the beginning Of 
the 
World 


War Mr. Wilton held the attention of 
the country iMfli' his swift strokes at 
getting legislation from congress. With 
the coming of the war he devoted the 
last two year* of his tirst term to an 
attempt to keep the United States out 
of the conflict, and as the seemingly 
inevitable drift toward war set in, he 
gradually assumed the diplomatic lead- 
ership of the nations ai rayed against 
Germany and her allies, and finally as- 
sumed what his partisans characterized 
as the moral leadership of the world. 
During the diplomatic correspondence 
with Germany he displaj ed many home- 
ly human emotions. 


On May 7, 1915, when Mr. Wilson 
heard the news of the .sinking of the 
Lusitania, he was almost at the end of 
his patience. 
Like a man making a 
last effort to avoid a quarrel with a 
wife who has just laid on the last straw, 
he clapped on his hat and went out and 
walked around the block 
He knew 
how to give vent, to his, emotions on 
other occasions and has been known to 
say something stronger than the "tut- 
tut" which has been accredited to him 
on having made a faux pas at golf. 
However cold and austere he may have 
been accounted la his dealings with 
public men, those who ha.\e been privi- 
leged to view his familv hfe from the 
inside of the circle testify that he Is in- 
tensely human. 
What part he may take m public af- 
fairs in the future, living as he will al- 
most under the shadow of the dome of 
the capitol is causing Inelj speculation. 
So far as the records show no other 
president has remained in Washington 
after going out of office 
Mr. Wilson 
first Intended to live in Baltimore. He 
and the present Mrs Wilson settled it, 
by playing a game the president invent- 
ed during an idle hour on the steamer 
George ashington on one of the trips to 
and from the peace conference 
It was

profbsably had passed many a night of 
pain and sleeplessness of a different na- 
ture. 
Even the White House barber 
was not admitted to the room, and Mr. 
Wilson, usually clean shaven, grew a 
beard, and made humorous remarks to 
his physicians and family as he brushed 
it for amusement several times a day. 
In the midst of the illness an unlock- 
ed for muscular complication set in and 
refused to yield to treatment. While 
physicians and surgeons anxiously con- 
sulted downstairs as to whether the 
president's physique could withstand 
the shock of a surgical operation and 
had about decided that it was a life or 
death chance, a nur&e arnveil \vitli the 
news that nature had intervened and 
that the operation would be unneces-

The Providence Evening Bulletin (Ind.) recalls with 
approval Mr. Harding's Armistice-clay speech at Brownsville in which he thus defined our 
foreign policy. "We choose no aloofness, \\e shirk no obligations, we forsake no friends, 
l)u I \\e build no nalioanlily. and we do not mean to surrender it."

Island, tucked in the north central part 
of Sandusky Bay. There are no other 
inhabitants in its 300 acres—save mem- 
ories. It Is an island of desolation and 
loneliness.. Unkempt vegetation 
be- 
speaks tho hand of no man. 
There. Is: a cemetery, with crude head- 


stones slanting this way and that, the 
inscriptions dimmed with age, the wood 
rotten. There are no monuments, even 
though soldiers sleep there, but lofty

Johnson's Island hasn't always pre- 
sented such a picture.

Five thousand men and women and 
children, some of whose 
resounding 
titles once brought them homage of 
courtiers, are clustered here after flee 
ing to Poland before the Bolsheviki. 
Helping them to help 
themselves is 
Madame Ludmila Lubmoff, herself a 
refugee, though born a princess of one 
of the oldest Russian houses and the 
wife of the former civil governor of 
Warsaw. 


This remarkable woman is conduct- 
ing soup kitchens, sewing rooms and 
workshops for members of her unhappy 
class and taking- orders from her are 
men who once commanded the armed 
forces of the Russian emperor 
On her 


staff are admirals, generals, governors, 
mayors and members of the old Petro 
giad court, while her husband has laid 
aside his gubernatorial duties- to become 
her secretary 


A beautiful 
woman, she hides the 
tragedy of her life under an optimism 
that is an example to the unhappy folk 
to whom she ministers. 
A woman of 
action, too, for she escaped from Petro- 
grad with her two sons after freeing 
her husband from the fortress of Peter 
and Paul and arming him with a ficti- 
tious passport that enabled han to flee 
to Warsaw. Here the family was re- 
united. 


Selling virtually" all she possessed to 
aid her fellow countrymen, Mme. Lu- 
binoff organized the Warsaw branch of 
the Russian Red Cross, which is being 
aided by the American organization 
Sparing not herself, Madame Lubin- 


off has not spared the colony of refu- 
gees which included many of the former 
Russian nobility. In the soup kitchen

Lecture On Christian Science

Science Thursday

under the auspices of First Church of 
9hrt*t, Scientist, Newark, Ohio, in the 
High School Auditorium. 
The lecturer was Introduced by Mrs. 


E. B E. Moore Who said: 


Friend*: 
In eighteen hundred and 
sixty six Christian 
Science wau dis- 
covered In God's way. The 
discoverer 
was a New England woman, Mary 
Baker Bddy. It circled the earth and 
became a world religion in less than 
half a century. 
It has taken iu 
place among the 


recfcgniaed 
Christian 
denominations, 


having adherents In all parts of the 
world; liem'.ing 
its healing message 
to the non-TCngllsh speaking people as 
w«H as others. 
Mrs. Eddy established a Board of 
Lectureship and through that medium 
th;p truth is being spread. AVe have 
with us tonight a member of that board 
and I take great pleasure in introduc- 
ing Mr. Frank H. Leonard C. S. B. of 
Chicago, Illinois, w!ho will now ad- 
dress you._ 


Mr. Leonard m his lecture said- 
Christian Science was first brought to 


my attention m the fall of 1884 and 
under 
the * following: 
circumstances. 
About half my life up to that time, had 
been spent in bed. The phjsicians all 
said* I had been born with an incurable 
organic disease, and that it was improb 
able, that I would live, to reach man- 
hood. Their statements seemed about 
to be proved true when, through a case 
of 
healing, 
Christian 
Science 
was 
brought Into oUr home 
This led to 
my having Christian Science treatment. 
so successfully that three months later 
our family physician said a miracle 
had been performed and that I was ab- 
solufeJy free from any physical disease. 
Because of my condition, and as n 
preparation for what was deemed inevi- 
table, God had been explained to me far 
more than is usual with a small child. 
and the statement frequently made that 
He sent sickness and suffering as a 
chastening and purifying preparation 
for the joys of the kingdom of heaven 
Naturally, however, the only thing I 
thought of was the suffering:, and when 
I was told that Gbd caused it a terrible 
sense of fear and ,of helplessness arose, 
when love and trust should have born 
present. We can never love nor trust 
anything of which we are afraid; there- 
fore the thoughts about God were locked 
inside my consciousness, because of my 
fear of giving them utterance 
The 
name, and not the nature, of God. then 
as now, was all that most people knew, 
so my surprise was great and unquali 
ficd when I learned that the healing 
work in Christian Science is all accom- 
plished through a right knowledge of 
God; that there is, nothing peculiar or 
secret about the work clone, nor is the 
ability to do it confined to a select few. 
it is to be acquired through growth in 
grace. In fact, Christian Science gives 
humanity a clear apprehension of the 
birthright of man, of how to gam it and 
hoft to use it. 
Christian Science unfolds- to it-j stu- 
dents that knowledge of God which 
keeps one well mentally, morally, and 
physically, and shows that ignorance 
of rtim is the producer of sin. sickness, 
and <l<iath. If tfeaches that regenerated 
thinking means regenerated living in 
all'ways 
It reveals through an end- 
lessj infinite vista of Christian idealism, 
God enthroned and omnipotent, omni- 
present, »qd omniscient and the fart 
that one may intelligently call upon 
Him in any time of need and always 
find Him light at hand, leady to heal 
and save 
This teaching brings God 


to '•us as a real presence, instead of 
an ephemeral hope, and so establishes 
the'fact normally and natuially that 
He lias dominion over all things, in- 
cluding the ills of the flesh, and will 
destroy all evils, whether they present 
themselves as mental, moral, or phy- 
sical, when He is intelligently asked to 
do- so. 
It has been s^.id that the Christian 


Scientists are too familiar with God. 
They are familiar with God because, 
knowing Him to be what He is know- 


ing Him to be both the Father and 
Mother of all Hid children, they go to 
Him with all their troubles, sure that 


> His love and wisdom will dispel them, 
•it is just, however, in this connection 
to say that no people on earth BO ven- 
erate, worship, and adore Him as* do 


I Christian Scientists, and this -is true 
I because He never fails them in their 
I extremity. 
| We are told in the Bible that we 
must be regenerated. 
Regeneration la 


first mental, and is followed by the 
outward results as a natural conse- 
'quence. It is very practical to say yo'u 
'cannot think right and do wrong, nor- 
lean you thing wrong and do right. If 
we will gain the right knowledge of 
God, 
and man's relationship to Him., 
and cling to it, we shall always be well 


i men. 
We must bu obedient in alj 
1 things to the law of God, or good, an 
, He is called in the Icelandic translation 
of the'Bible, because it is'our duty to 
' see that Christ is lifted above human 
sense into spiritual realization, that all 
mankind may be drawn unto Him, and. 
find the freedom piomised them. 


Mrs. 
Edd> never claimed Christian 


Science to be a creation of her own 
It was revelation from God The works 
accomplished through its ministry dur- 
ing the past fifty years justify her 
claim. She furthei felt that God gave 
it to her to give to ^mankind, that ig-' 
noiance about Him should be elimi- 
nated, thus destroying all the evils at- 
tendant upon such ignorance. We can 
now know the truth about God and 
about Christ, and the Bible tells us we 
must know this in order to attain ever- 
lasting Life. 
God and Mind are one 
There has 
been much contio\ers,y amongst those 
who do not call themselves Christian 
Scientists over this baSJe statement in 
Christian Science, though why there 
jshou'.d .be is incomprehensible. Mrs. 
Eddy has advanced no new fact in this 
statement, but has put into modern 
language the fact which John speaks 
of in his gospel. The first two verses 
in the first chapter of John are as fol 
lows: "In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning 
with God." A 
simple
